The Law Committee of the second Council Is likely 
to go into the report and make proper submissions to 
the Government for consideration by it while drafting 
the new Bill. 

Conference : 

The Council has decided upon having a conference 
of Chartered Accountants in India; but the place, 
venue and the detailed programme are left to be settl- 
ed by the new Council to be formed. 

Institute’s Building: 

The Council Is glad to report that the Central Gov- 
ernment have allotted a plot of land at New Delhi 
measuring about half an acre in the locality called the 
Hardinge Avenue, at, a nominal cost. The plans, esti- 
mates etc. have also been prepared and it is expected 
that the building will be completed soon. The First 
Council should feel happy that it has been able to 
secure during Its life lime the necessary plot for the 
purpose.

(a) “24.3 Memberships which shall be equivalent 
to the Ph.D. degree of a university, may be 
awarded by the Council on the recommenda- 
tions of the Senate to students who possess the 
qualifications and have devoted a specified 
period of time to research work as prescribed 
by the Bye-laws and whose work is approved 
by the Senate”. 

(b) “24,31. Before recommending to the Council a 
candidate for the Membership, the Senate shall 
select a Board of two suitable referees, one of 
whom shall be the Chairman of the Board of 
Referees and invite the unanimous opinion of 
the Referees regarding the merits of the candi- 
date. Such opinion shall be forwarded by the 
Senate to the Council along with its recom- 
mendations for conferment of the membership 
The Chairman apd member of the Board of 
Referees shall receive such honorarium and 
additional sum us Chairman’s fee as mav be 
prescribed by the By-laws”. 

(iv) (a) Substitute the following for the existing 
Regulation 24.3: — 

“24.4. Fellowships which shall be equivalent to th° 
D.Sc., degree of a university, may be awarded 
by the Council on the recommendations of the 
Senate and with the previous approval of the 
Visitor to: 

(I) Members who having spent a minimum of three 
years at the Institute or In actual practice can 
produce evidence of having done original and 
valuable research work, or having otherwise 
made an outstanding contribution to the 
advancement of scientific or industrial know- 
ledge; and, 

(II) Associates who having spent a minimum of four 
years at the Institute or in actual practice can 
produce evidence of having done original and 
valuable research work, or having otherwise 
made an outstanding contribution to the 
advancement of scientific or industrial know- 
ledge”. 

(b) Substitute the following for the existing Regula- 
tion 24.31:— 

"24.41. Before recommending to the Council a 
candidate for the Fellowship, the Senate shall 
select a Board of three suitable referees, one 
of whom shall be the Chairman of the Board 
of Referees, and invite the unanimous opinion 
of the Referees regarding the merits of the 
candidate. Such opinion shall be forwarded by 
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the Senate to thd Council with its recommenda- 
tions for the conferment of the Fellowship, 
The Chairman and members of the Board of 
Referees shall receive such honorarium and an 
additional sum as Chairman’s fee as may be 
prescribed by the Bye-laws”. 

(c) Renumber present Regulation 24:4 as 24:5. 

(d) Renumber present Regulations 24 5 as 24;0 and 
substitute the words ‘‘Assoclateshlp, Membership or 
Fellowship" for the words ‘‘Assoclateshlp or Fellow- 
ship" wherever they occur in this Regulation.
